It is Srl concluded that our Eng- 
liſp Women are as tempting as any in 
Europe, and are therefore as likely to 
prevail on a Romiſn Prieſt to venture 
hanging to enjoy their Favours as any 
others: But if they be rendered inca- 
capable of it, the Temptation will have

To conclude: Since our Sic - wag * 
ade have both teſtified. che Zeal and 
Forwardneſs to ſuppreſs Immorality and 
Profaneneſs, it follows naturally, that 
ſuch a Law as this deſerves their ſerious 
Thoughts; for it is impoſſible to ſuppreſs 
reigning Vice, ſo long as thoſe Goatiſn 
Fellows are ſuffered to ſwarm among us.
